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A TRIP AROUND THE HORN 


Captain Lawrence C, Howard of Salem has 
presented to the Society a copy of his 
newly published ''Log of the Edward Sewall, 
}911-1912"', the record of a voyage from 
New York to San Francisco. This account 
of Captain Howard's voyage as a boy of 
eighteen, fresh out of Nautical school, 

is a simple but eloquent story of an ordi- 
nary seaman's 127 days before the mast on 
a steel square-rigger. 


The ''Log!! takes us from Niantic, the 
author's birthplace, around Cape Horn, 
Copious entries from the logs kept by the 
First Mate and by the author give us 
authentic accounts of the passage. There 
iS a strong emotional impact itn the entry 
made by young Howard March 3, 1912, just 
before arrival at San Francisco. "Captain 
called me aft and showed me the following 
entry in the log book. 'Lawrence C. Howard, 
ordinary seaman, for good conduct and sea- 
manship, promoted to able bodied seaman, 
with wages of $18.00 per month for the 
voyage, !!! 


One of the finest passages in the book 
States that 'The ocean is both a lonely 
place and a crowded place. You know there 
are a lot of other ships around, but you 
don't see them. With today's gadgets one 
can keep in close touch with vessels over 
the horizon, but on the Sewall you didn't 
know the other fellow was there till you 
saw him,!! 
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The attractive end papers trace the voyage 
day by day.

SAYBROOK (?) CHESTS 


The last two issues of the Connecticut 
Historical Society's Bulletin have had 
articles by William L. Warren suggesting 
that many of the painted chests which 

have been called ''Guilford Painted Chests!' 
may actually have been made in Saybrook 
by Charles Gillam. So far none has turned 
up with his name or initials on it. If 
any of our readers have a painted chest 
made in the early eighteenth century, or 
even one of that period which has been 
scraped and re~-finished, it could be the 
one that would provide the needed clue to 
identify the entire series, Since no 
marked chest has yet been found, we can- 
not suggest where the mark might be. But 
careful examination might turn it up. It 
is a very satisfying experience to be able 
to make such a contribution to the history 
of any craft.
